PURPOSE: To conduct additional research and provide for the
development of additional recommendations and the possible
introduction of appropriate legislation in the 2008 1legislative
session relating to the implementation of the Medicaid Reform Plan
submitted pursuant to Laws 2005, LB 709, and the Medical Assistance
Act, sections 68-901 to 68-949, pursuant to Laws 2006, LB 1248.

The study shall be conducted in consultation with the
Governor and the Department of Health and Human Services.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Health and Human Services Committee of the
Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
